tion facility. 
According to 2019 
statistics, 925 work- 
place fatalities were 
recorded in Canada.

15-24. 

The Association of

Seven arrested after Malton protest over police-involved shooting

Seven protestors 
were arrested dur- 
ing a demonstra- 
tion that turned 
heated this past 
weekend. 

Police officers ar- 
rested members of 
a group that was 
marching Saturday 
afternoon (Apr. 
10) to protest a 
Special Investiga- 
tion Unit (SIU) de- 
cision regarding 
the death of 62 
year-old Malton 
resident Ejaz 
Choudry, who was 
fatally shot by a 
Peel Police officer 
last summer. 

Choudry, a resi- 
dent of the second 
floor of an apart- 
ment building on 
Morning Star 
Drive in Malton, 
was found to be 
mentally ill and 
not physically fit 
prior to the events 


of June 20, 2020, 
when family mem- 
bers called 911 
after Choudry re- 
fused to take his 
prescription medi- 
cine. 

According to an 
SIU report re- 
leased earlier this 
month, Choudry's 
wife, daughter and 
three sons left the 
apartment after 
the police arrived, 
and he was left 
alone inside with a 
kitchen knife. 

Officers found a 
knife used in the 
kitchen near 
Choudry and 
called in a tactical 
unit, a canine unit 


and a_ Punjabi- 
speaking police of- 
ficer to deal with 


the situation. 
According to the 
SIU report, talks 
were held to con- 
vince Choudry but 


to no avail. 

Choudry report- 
edly told police 
that he had taken 
his medicine, he 
did not want to 
talk to his family, 
and_ the _ police 
could not help 
him. He also told 
police that they 
could not enter his 
apartment without 
a court order. 

SIU director 
Joseph Martino 
wrote in his sum- 
mary that Choudry 
told police to “see 
what would hap- 
pen” if they came 
in. 

Subsequently, at 
7:42 p.m., the po- 
lice present at the 
scene called for a 
‘Crisis Negotiator 
Team,’ though 
such units can take 
up to an hour to 
reach the site of a 
distress call. After 


not being able to 
contact or talk to 
Choudrry for about 
20 minutes, the 
police team de- 
cided to take ac- 
tion to get him out. 
At 8:26 p.m., 
three fully 
equipped officers 
were dispatched to 
Choudry's balcony. 
The balcony door 
was smashed with 
a kick, and he was 
warned to throw 
down his knife. 
Police fired three 
ee rounds with 
anti-riot 
(ARVIN) gun, fired 
a taser, and a po- 
liceman fired two 
shots from their 
service pistol, 
killing Choudry. 
According to the 
report, Choudry, 
armed with a knife, 
was moving to- 
wards a police offi- 
cer, prompting the 


—o- 


lethal rounds to be 
discharged. 
According to the 
report, even after 
being shot, 
Choudry did not 
let go of the knife, 
and the police offi- 
cer had to 'kick' the 
knife out of his 
hand. At 8:38 p.m, 
Choudry was pro- 
nounced dead. 
SIU director 
Joseph Martino 
said in his sum- 
mary that he had 
found no evidence 
to charge the po- 
lice officer in con- 
nection with 
Choudry’s death. 
This is not the 
first time that the 
SIU has not found 
evidence against a 
policeman who 
had such an alter- 
cation with a citi- 
zen. 
In a_ statement 
released on Apr. 6, 


Choudry’s family 
said that though 
they were “deeply 
disappointed” that 
charges __weren’t 
leveled against the 
officers involved in 
the incident, they 


said it was “not 
surprising.” 
"The Choudry 


family had hoped 
for accountability 
in such a clear-cut 
case," a spokesper- 
son for the family 
said. "The police 
forced their way 
into a frail, elderly 
man's home. They 
claimed they were 
compelled to inter- 
vene for his safety. 
Yet, the police re- 
fused to let Ejaz's 
family speak to 
him... Ejaz com- 
mitted no crime. 
He did not deserve 
any of this."

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Dump truck industry campaign continues with protests 


Truckers and in- 
dustry stakeholders 
took to the streets 
Wednesday morn- 
ing to protest 


provincial ministry 
rules as part of an 
ongoing campaign. 


More than 100 
participants from 
the trucking indus- 
try took part in the 
protests, which 
took place outside 
provincial truck in- 
spection centres, as 


part of the “Don’t 
Dump on Us” cam- 
paign, to highlight 
restrictive —_ rules 
that have put truck- 
ers out of business 
in the middle of the 
COVID-19 pan- 


demic. 

“After months of 
protest and out- 
reach, neither the 
Minister of Trans- 
portation (Caroline 
Mulroney) nor Pre- 
mier Doug Ford, 
have acted to ad- 
dress concerns,” a 
representative from 
the Ontario Dump 
Truck Association 
(ODTA) told Peel 
Weekly News. 

The rules in dis- 
pute took effect in 
soa and re- 
quire dump trucks 
older than 15 years 
to undergo expen- 
sive axle retrofits 
($20,000 — 
$40,000), operate 
at significantly re- 
duced loads or get 


off the road. 

According to the 
ODTA, the trucks 
do not pose a safety 
risk, as the meas- 
ures are designed 
to reduce long-term 
road wear. 

At least 1,000 
dump trucks manu- 
factured prior are 
now deemed non- 
compliant under 
the new rules, said 
participants in the 
protests, who asked 
for the affected ve- 
hicles to be “grand- 
fathered” into the 
current set of rules. 

“Our industry has 
already been hit 
hard by the pan- 
demic with lost 
work and income. 
Asking drivers to

invest tens of thou- 
sands of dollars in 
perfectly good 15- 
year-old trucks is 
outrageous,” said 
Jagroop Singh, 
president of the 
Ontario Aggregate 
Truckers Associa- 
tion (OATA).

So far, no vaccine 
has been developed 
that guarantees 100 
per cent protection 
against the virus. 
Some people be- 
lieve that the 
process of becom- 
ing infected after 
vaccination may be 
a case of re-infec- 
tion, but this is not 
true. 

The whole pur- 
pose of vaccination 
is to change it from 
a serious infection 
to a mild infection. 


Vaccination re- 
duces the _likeli- 
hood of being 


transferred from 
one person to an- 
other to keep them 
safe. 

Many people have 
had this happen. It 
has nothing to do 
with the vaccine’s 
efficacy. The first 
shot of the vaccine 
takes at least two 
weeks to build up 
an immunity, and 
the immunity ob- 
tained by one shot 
is between 50 and 
70 per cent. 


An infection from 
COVID-19 takes be- 
tween three and 
five days to give you 


symptoms. 
So, if you are in- 
fected three or four 
days before getting 
the vaccine, or up 
to 14 days after the 
vaccine, the vaccine 
has not had time to 
become effective. 
Vaccines do not 
cure diseases; they 
prevent infections 
from developing. If 
the prevention 
mechanism has not 
yet been developed, 


then the vaccine 
cannot help. 

The bottom line is 
that the vaccine will 
be useless if not 
enough people take 
it. 

If we achieve 80 
per cent adoption 
of vaccines, then 


that should be 
enough to stop 
COVID-19 in its 
tracks.

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OLA steps in to stall sale of Brampton lacrosse team 


Not so fast. 

The Ontario 
Lacrosse Associa- 
tion’s (OLA) Board 
of Directors have 
stopped the deci- 
sion to move a 
Brampton lacrosse 
team to Owen 
Sound. 

In a statement re- 
leased on Saturday, 
the OLA said it had 
received a notice to 
appeal the motion 
to move the team, 
which was approved 
by the OLA’s Board 
of Governors. 

Upon further re- 
view, the OLA 
found that its Board 
of Governors did 
not have the sole au- 
thority to approve 
the transfer. 

“A final decision 
on the matter will be 
the responsibility of 
the OLA’s Board of 
Directors,” a state- 
ment from the orga- 
nization’s Appeals 
Committee read. 
The basis of the ap- 


peal was solely fo- 
cused on the trans- 
fer process of the 
team, the OLA said. 

The — statement 
represents another 
major development 
in the uncertainty of 
the team’s fate, 
which was initially 
announced late last 
year, but met with 
resistance from 
community advo- 
cates and politicians 
in Brampton. 

The motion of 
moving the Excel- 
siors MSL team to 
Owen Sound was 
officially announced 
in Nov. 2020, when 
Excelsiors owner 
Joe Norton indi- 
cated that support 
for the team 
"(needed) a fanbase 
that can support the 
cost of running a 
team at this level," 
necessitating a 
move in the face of a 
changing market. 

According to Nor- 
ton, the decision to 


move the team was 
unanimously made 
by the MSL and ap- 
proved by the 
league on Oct. 15, 
2020 

"We feel that the 
fans are great in 
Owen Sound, 
lacrosse is great in 
Owen Sound, and 
Owen Sound de- 
serves a top team,” 
Norton told the 
Owen Sound Sun 
Times regarding the 
team, which has 
won 11 Mann Cup 
Championships. 

The move 
prompted Bramp- 
ton Mayor Patrick 
Brown to write a let- 
ter to Marion 
Ladouceur, the for- 
mer president of the 
OLA, stating that it 
was not clear 
whether the deci- 
sion was ratified, or 
whether alternate 
options to keep the 
club in the city were 
considered. 

"Other members 


of the Brampton 
community would 
have offered to buy 
the team for more 
money and keep the 
team located in 
Brampton,” Brown 
wrote, referring to 
an apparent agree- 
ment signed by Ex- 
celsiors President 
Ziggy Musial that 
purportedly sold the 
team for $1,500 - a 
document which 
has since been re- 
leased to the public. 

For its part, the 
Excelsior Club said 
in a statement after 
approving the move 
that there were 
"substantial costs" 
running a champi- 
onship team, and 
the departure of 
their corporate 
sponsor, the elimi- 
nation of a historical 
designation grant 
from the City of 
Brampton and 
other programs re- 
quiring funding, the 
time was right to 


make the move. 
"With the enor- 
mous loss of spon- 
sorship and grant 
monies which we 
had suffered, and 
with other pro- 
grams in the BELC 
requiring funding 
for their teams, it 
became apparent to 
our Board that de- 
spite our best ef- 
forts, we could no 
longer keep the 
Major program vi- 
able, without having 
to sell players and 
relying on our Jun- 
ior and Senior B af- 
filiates to loan us 
players to ensure we 
had a roster avail- 
able on game 
nights," a Club 
spokesperson said, 
citing losses of "up 
to $80,000 per year 


since 2012." 
"These struggles 
were no secret 


within lacrosse cir- 
cles, but no major 
corporate sponsors 
were coming for- 


ward with offers to 
bail out our storied 
program." 

The situation has 
also attracted inter- 
est from numerous 
community advo- 
cates, including 
Boys & Girls Club 
executive director 
Michael _— Gyovai, 
who urged the OLA 
not to ratify the 
move. 

"We need to pre- 
serve 150 Years of 
Brampton history 
and culture," Gyovai 
said in a statement 
last year. "The Ex- 
celsiors are more 
than just a sports 
franchise, they are a 
part of the the foun- 
dation of who and 
what Brampton is 
and stands for.”

Cycling Canada pursues Mississauga teen, despite no biking experience 


A Mississauga 
swimmer and cross 
country runner has 
been given a chance 
to pursue’ her 
Olympic dream, but 
in a sport she’s 
never considered. 

Madeline Lebre- 
ton, a 17-year-old 
student at the 
Woodlands School, 
has competed at the 
provincial level in 
both cross country 
(OFSAA) and swim- 
ming (Mississauga 
Aquatic Club).

told she might have 
a future in Olympic 


track cycling. 

“Madeline caught 
our eye as her aero- 
bic scores on the 
20M multi-stage fit- 
ness test (beep test) 
were really strong,” 
said Cycling Canada 
Next Gen lead coach 
Jenny Trew. “Her 
history as a swim- 
mer and runner also 
show a strong affin- 
ity for not only aero- 
bic strength, but 
also training habits 
and competing 
under pressure. We 
are excited to see 
how she can trans- 
fer those strengths 
to the bike.” 

As a result of her 
test results, Lebre- 
ton has been chosen 
as one of only 15 
athletes from across 


Canada to learn the 
sport and _ poten- 
tially fast-track to- 
ward the national 
team. 

“It was definitely a 
surprise to hear 
from Cycling 
Canada considering 
I've never been in- 
volved in the sport, 
but I'm excited to 
see if my fitness 
transfers to the bike 
too,” said Lebreton. 
“When I saw they 
were one of the NSO 
partners I thought it 
would be a fun sport 
to try but didn't 
think they'd reach 
out. Cycling is pretty 
new to me. Over 
quarantine I started 
using a stationary 
bike for cross train- 
ing at home, and 


I've definitely been 
on more bike rides 
with my friends 
since we can't get 
our drivers licenses, 
but that’s about it.” 

The next step for 
Lebreton is to coor- 
dinate a safe time 
with Cycling Canada 
to get on a track.

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Filmmakers’ Olympics: The Steven Spielberg Sprint

The last of the 
Filmmakers’ 
Olympics _ profiles 
Steven Spielberg, a 
legendary American 
filmmaker. 

Born on Dec. 18, 
1951 in Cincinnatti, 
Ohio, Spielberg 
would spend _ his 
formative years as a 
child in Phoenix, 
Arizona. 

At a young age, he 
did not have a 
strong interest in 
Rock ‘N’ Roll or 
sports. But obvi- 
ously, he had a 
strong fascination 
with motion pic- 
tures. 

“Lawrence of Ara- 
bia” (1962) was the 
movie that he had a 
profound reaction 
to. He knew that 
after seeing this 
movie, “there was 
no turning back.” 

It is shocking to 
know that he was 
turned down at the 
USC film school. Sid 
Sheinberg, head of 
Universal Pictures, 
gave him his first 
break. He signed a 
seven-year contract 
to direct TV movies. 
He found himself 


directing Joan 
Crawford at 20 
years old. 


“Duel” (1971) was 
a movie of the week 
that was a major 
breakthrough — for 
him. No matter how 
long he has been di- 
recting movies, he 
feels he gets a more 
rewarding outcome 
when he is con- 
stantly challenged 
by being nervous. 

The first feature 
film he directed was 
“Sugarland Ex- 


press” (1974). With 
this feature film 
debut, as well as all 
his movies, he rea- 
sons that “camera 
work is directing.” 
He even picks the 
lens he wants. 

The next feature 
film he _ directed, 
Jaws (1975), was 
the first real sum- 
mer blockbuster. It 
was the biggest 
grossing movie of 
all time up to that 
time. 

Ironically, he had 
a knack for creating 
films that kept 
being the “biggest 
grossing movie” of 
any particular year 
or of all-time. 

Three out of the 
next four movies he 
directed were big 
commercial and 
critical hits, namely 
“Close Encounters 
of the Third Kind” 
(1977), “Raiders of 
the Lost Ark” (1981) 
and then the biggest 
grossing movie 
again, up to that 
time, “E.T”, (1982) 

(His 1979 film, 
“1941”, was a disas- 
ter in every sense of 
the word.) 

The first “mature” 
movie he directed 
was “The Color Pur- 
ple” (1985). With 
this movie, he made 
a radical departure 
from anything he 
had done before. 

It did get 11 Oscar 
nominations, but 
did not win any. It 
was looked at as a 
grave injustice 
against him, where 
the Academy simply 
embarrassed him. 

1993 was the year 
that solidified him 


as someone who re- 
ally had a eye for 
creating successful, 
story-rich movies. 

He directed the 
biggest —_ grossing 
movie of that year, 
“Jurassic Park,” and 
the Best Picture 
Oscar winner, 
“Schindler’s List”. 
In fact “Jurassic 
Park” was the first 
movie to gross a bil- 
lion dollars. 

With “Schindler’s 
List”, Spielberg re- 
alized it couldn’t be 
“just another 
movie”. It was emo- 
tionally, the hardest 
movie he had ever 
done. 

This movie broke 
all the rules that he, 
ironically, had a 
hand in creating. 
For instance, it was 
too structured for 
story boards. He 
also didn’t use any 
fancy lenses or cam- 
era cranes. In fact, 
he used a hand held 
camera himself to 
do some of the film- 
ing. 

In my _ opinion, 
“Schindler’s List” is 
one of the top 5 
movies I have ever 
seen. It is emotion- 
ally entrenching; 
like no movie I have 
ever seen. To have 
the biggest grossing 
movie and another 
one as the Best Pic- 
ture winner in the 
same year is a 
record that may 
never be broken or 
equaled. 

“Jurassic Park” 
was a seminal film 
because it was the 
first time that digi- 
tally created charac- 
ters had been made. 


This movie 
showed Spielberg to 
be the master of ef- 
fects shots. He 
made a movie that 
had a very good 
ratio of excitement 
and fear. 

In 1994, he 
teamed up. with 
David Geffen and 
Jeffrey Katzenberg 
to create a new 
movie studio called 
DreamWorks. This 
showed his gump- 
tion of working in 
front of the camera 
as well as behind it. 

His 1998 film 
“Saving Private 
Ryan” was a land- 
mark film. He 
wanted to create a 
film that was close 
to the experience of 
war battle as possi- 
ble. 

He certainly 
achieved this goal, 
especially the initial 
twenty-minute se- 
quence dramatizing 
D-Day. 

He won his second 
Best Director Oscar 


for this film. A lot of 
eyebrows were 
raised when _ the 
film, itself, didn’t 
win for Best Picture. 

For Spielberg, 
movies are his ther- 
apy. He directed a 
string of serious 
films with a more 
cynical view of the 
world with “Amis- 
tad” (1997), “Minor- 
ity Report” (2002), 
“Munich” (2005), 
“War of the Worlds” 
(2005) and “Lin- 
coln” (2012), just to 
name a few. 

The movies he’s 
directed have 
grossed over $10 
billion dollars. 

This doesn’t in- 
clude films he’s pro- 
duced, without 
directing. He has 
also received count- 
less accolades, with 
the most distinctive 
being the Kennedy 
Centre Honors and 
the Cecil B. DeMille 
award given to him 
by the Hollywood 
Foreign Press Asso-

; 


ciation. 

He has a_ vast 
array of colleagues. 
But he has a close 
relationship with 
people he _ trusts, 
most notably Kath- 
leen Kennedy, 
Frank Marshall, and 
music | composer 
John Williams. 

The most common 
theme, especially 
with his Sci-Fi 
movies, is that alien 
forces arent a 
threat to the human 
race, but they com- 
plement it. 

All these facts po- 
sition Steven Spiel- 
berg as a_ prime 
contender for the 
gold medal award in 
the Filmmakers’ 
Olympics.

While they can 
take the girl off the 
farm, it is equally 
true that you can’t 
shake the farm 
roots out of her! 

All Things Barns 
And Fields is a 
loosely compiled 
body of work from 
local pastel artist 
and photographer, 
ecmunson, who 
grew up in the Fin- 
ger Lakes region 
on a dairy farm. 
She has been 
chronicling farms, 
fields, and barns 
for the past four 
decades with her 
photography and 
more recently ren- 
dering some in soft 
pastels. 

The Kitchener- 
Waterloo area up 
near Heidelberg 
had one spot that 
she hiked and pho- 
tographed for close 
to a decade, an 
abandoned Old 
Order Mennonite 
farm. 

“Set way back in 
from the road, you 
walked in on the 
laneway. There 
were no phone nor 
hydro lines going 
back in there with 
you either. You al- 
ready had _ this 
sense of leaving 
one era behind you 
and entering an- 
other. And just as 

ou crested a small 

ill, there in a shal- 
low valley was 
what was left of a 
large stone house, 
crumbling founda- 
tions of a barn and 
small outbuildings, 
fields, and orchard. 
A time capsule for 
me back in the 
early 1980’s, now 
the rolls of film I 
shot are such a 
treasure to mine 
for those hints of 
yesteryear and a 
lifestyle, the family 
farm, which is fast 
disappearing.” 

Today, ecmunson 
continues to ex- 
plore the hills of 
Caledon and Duf- 
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ferin County to 
chronicle those 
glimpses of past 
years. The intimate 
nestling of small 
sheds and  out- 
buildings around 
the central larger 
barn or barns in a 
barnyard holds a 
particular fascina- 
tion for her. 
While she has 
memories of play- 
ing in the hay 


mow, _ granaries, 
and corn shed as a 
child, the barnyard 
encapsulates the 
heart of industry 
for a family farm. 
Out of those struc- 
tures come the 
livestock and 
equipment that 
represent the 
livelihood of a fam- 
ily and any hired 
hands. 

Around those 
hubs’ of — daily 
chores and_ sea- 
sonal cycles, an en- 
tire economic unit 
hums with activity. 

As rural Ontario 
and vast stretches 
of land across 
north America 
were settled and 
developed, these 
barnyards and 
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homesteads, the 
family farms, be- 
came like spokes 
on a wheel and cre- 
ated the basis for 
communities and 
cities to evolve and 
thrive. 

It is farms and 
families in an area 
such as Caledon 
that continue to 
reach out further 
into the commu- 
nity to market their

Further __ reflec- 
tions on why this 
body of work is im- 
portant to her and 
the magnetic pull 
of countryside vis- 
tas so absorbing 
evoke a considered 
and passionate re- 
sponse. 

“Love of the land, 
the lifestyle of the 
family farm, they 
are such an impor- 
tant part of how 
strong communi- 
ties were built! I 
feel so blessed to 
have experienced 
this way of life 


which is fast disap- 
pearing. The roll of 
those hills, crum- 
bling foundations 
of barns, the or- 
chards still produc- 
ing some fruit 
decades after peo- 
ple moved on — all 
of that is haunt- 
ingly beautiful to 
me. The land re- 
mains, it remem- 
bers us, and it gifts 
us with so much! 
Of all the places 
I’ve visited this re- 
mains one of the 
most poignant for 
me as there is such 
a march of time 
stamped on its very 
being. Farmed by 
people who did not 
use electricity, then 
abandoned, now 
lying fallow again, 
how long will it be 


remembered for its 
inherent natural 
beauty? 


I do feel com- 
pelled and driven 
to document and 
honour these tradi- 
tions and valuable 
parts of our her- 
itage. Family farms 
are an important 
part of how On- 
tario, Canada, all of 
north America re- 
ally, was settled. 

They need to be 
remembered as a 
way of life and for 
the development of 
strong families and 
communities. 
Ephemeral and 
Evocative, Endur- 
ing Images — that 
is why I “chase the 
light” lest they be 
forgotten.”

To do this you need 
to make a spreadsheet. You 
need to track your expenses 


in detail for about 3 months.

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‘Suspicious’ blackout hits 
Iran’s N-site 


NATANZ (TIP): Iran's underground 
Natanz nuclear facility lost power on 
Sunday just hours after starting up 
new advanced centrifuges capable of 
enriching uranium faster, the latest 
incident to strike the site amid 
negotiations over the tattered atomic 
accord with world powers. 

As Iranian officials investigated the 
outage, many Israeli media outlets 
offered the similar assessment that a 
cyberattack darkened Natanz and 
damaged a facility that is home to 
sensitive centrifuges. While the 
reports offered no sourcing for the 
evaluation, Israeli media maintains a 
close relationship with the country's 
military and intelligence agencies. 

If Israel caused the blackout, it 
further heightens the tensions 
between the two nations already 
engaged in a shadow conflict across 
the wider West Asia. 

It also complicates efforts by the US, 
Israel's main security partner, to re- 
enter the atomic accord aimed at 
limiting Tehran's programme so it 
couldn't pursue a nuclear weapon if it 
chose. 

Power at Natanz had been cut across 
the facility comprised of above-ground 
workshops and underground 
enrichment halls, civilian nuclear 
program spokesman Behrouz 
Kamalvandi told Iranian _ state 
television. 

"We still do not know the reason for 
this electricity outage and have to look 
into it further," Kamalvandi said. 
Fortunately, there was no casualty or 
damage and there is no particular 
contamination or problem." Asked if it 
was a technical defect or sabotage, 
Kamalvandi declined to comment. 

Malek Shariati Niasar, a Tehran- 
based lawmaker who serves as 
spokesman for the Iranian 
parliament's energy committee, wrote 
on Twitter that the incident was very 
suspicious, raising concerns about 
possible sabotage and _ infiltration. 
He said lawmakers were pursuing 
details of the incident as well. 

The Vienna-based International 
Atomic Energy Agency, which 
monitors Iran's program, said it was 
aware of the media reports, but 
declined to comment. 

Iran also blamed Israel for the 
killing of a scientist who began the 
country's military nuclear program 
decades earlier. AP

DUBAI (TIP): Iran blames regional 
arch-foe Israel for Sunday's incident at 
the Natanz nuclear site and will take its 
revenge, state TV quoted Foreign 
Minister Mohammad Javad Zarif as 
saying on Monday. 

Iranian authorities described the 
incident a day earlier as an act of 
"nuclear terrorism" and said Tehran 
reserves the right to take action against 
the perpetrators. 

Iran and world powers held what they 
described as "constructive" talks last 
week aimed at reviving the 2015 nuclear 
deal with Tehran that Washington 
abandoned three years ago. 

"The Zionists want to take revenge 
because of our progress in the way to lift 
sanctions ... they have publicly said that 
they will not allow this. But we will take 
our revenge from the Zionists," Zarif 
was quoted as saying. 

Multiple Israeli media outlets have 


quoted unnamed intelligence sources as 
saying that the country's Mossad spy 
service carried out a successful sabotage 
operation at the Natanz site, potentially 
setting back enrichment work there by 
months. Israel has not formally 
commented on the incident. 


The Natanz uranium-enrichment site, 
much of which is underground, is one of 
several Iranian facilities monitored by 
inspectors of the International Atomic 
Energy Agency (IAEA), the UN nuclear 
watchdog. 

Foreign Ministry spokesman Saeed 
Khatibzadeh told a news conference on 
Monday that the Natanz incident could 
be considered as an "act against 
humanity", adding that it had caused 
"no contamination or casualties" at the 
site. 

"Our nuclear experts are assessing the 
damage but I can assure you that Iran 
will replace damaged uranium 
enrichment centrifuges in Natanz with 
advanced ones," Khatibzadeh said. 

A senior U.S. administration official 
said Washington had no involvement in 
the incident. "We have nothing to add to 
speculation about the causes," the 
official said. Reuters

The flag at Buckingham Palace, the 
queen's residence in London, was 
lowered to half-staff after the 
announcement of Philip's death. The 
Royal Family's website featured a black- 
and-white portrait of the prince, also 
known as the Duke of Edinburgh. 

Prime Minister Boris Johnson said 
Philip earned the affection of 
generations here in Britain, across the 
Commonwealth and around the world." 


“Like the expert carriage driver 
that he was, he helped to steer 
the royal family and the 
monarchy so that it remains an 
institution indisputably vital to 
the balance and happiness of our 
national life." 


Keir Starmer, leader of the opposition 
Labour Party, was among the first to 
offer his condolences, noting Philip's 


long record of public service, first as a 
naval officer during World War II than 
during more than 70 years of marriage 
to the queen. 

He will be remembered most of all for 
his extraordinary commitment and 
devotion to The Queen, Starmer said in 
a statement. 

For more than seven decades, he has 
been at her side. Their marriage has 
been a symbol of strength, stability and 
hope, even as the world around them 
changed most recently during the 
pandemic. It was a partnership that 
inspired millions in Britain and 
beyond.

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21 miners trapped after 
Xinjiang coal mine accident:

BEIJING (TIP): Eight miners have 
been rescued and 21 remain trapped ina 
coal mine that flooded in northwest 
Chinas Xinjiang region, Chinese state 
news agency Xinhua reported on 
Sunday, citing a local emergency 
department. 

A part of the mine flooded leading to 
power outages just after 6 pm (1000 
GMT) on Saturday when 29 miners were 
working at the mine located in 
Xinjiangs Hutubi county, the report 
said. 

In a separate report, state media 
outlet Global Times said 12 of the 
miners who remain trapped have been 
located in the mine as of Sunday and are 
expected to be rescued, while a further 
nine workers have not been located. 

Chinese mines are among the 
deadliest in the world. 

Ten gold miners were confirmed dead 
in January following an explosion in a 
mine in Chinas coastal Shandong 
province. In December, 23 people were 
killed after being trapped in a mine in 
the southwestern city of Chongqing. 
Three months earlier, 16 people died ina 
separate coal mine in the same area.

Canada 


TORONTO (TIP): The _ rapid 
spread of more contagious Covid-19 
variants is believed to have driven a 
devastating third wave in Canada. 

As of Saturday, April 11, afternoon, 
a total of 30,108 variant of concern 
cases have been reported across 
Canada, including 28,624 B.1.1.7 
variants, 1,133 P1 variants and 351 
B.1.351 variants, according to CTV. 

As of Saturday afternoon, Canada 
reported 5,986 new cases of Covid-19, 
bringing the cumulative total to 
1,051,246, including 23,282 deaths, 
according to CTV. 

"Although B.1.1.7, which is now 
confirmed in all provinces and two 
territories, continues to account for 
the majority of variants of concern 
in Canada and has likely replaced the 
original virus in some areas, there 
has been a concerning rise in P1 
cases in recent weeks," Theresa Tam, 
Canada's chief public health officer, 
said in a statement on Saturday, 
Xinhua news agency reported. 

"Early evidence suggests that the 
P1 variant may reduce the 
effectiveness of vaccines, making it 
even more important to control its 
spread," Tam added in the statement. 

The number of confirmed variant 
cases in Canada has skyrocketed in 
recent weeks, rising from about 2,000 
a month ago to over 30,000 as of 
Saturday afternoon and counting, 
with more than 90 per cent of those 
being the B.1.1.7 variant first 
identified in Britain. 

The P1 variant first discovered in 
Brazil is also on the rise in Canada, 
with cases increasing to more than 
1,100 as of Saturday afternoon, 
mostly in the populous provinces of 
British Columbia, Ontario and 
Alberta. 

Meanwhile, the B.1.351 variant first 
found in South Africa is also picking 
up steam, with more than 350 cases 
identified in the country. 

"The race between the vaccine and 
the variants is at a critical point," 
Tam said. "It is clear that we need 
stronger control to combat variants 
of concern that are driving rapid 
epidemic growth in many areas of 
the country." 

Younger Canadians are being 
impacted harder in the third wave, 
Tam said, with infection rates 
highest among those aged 20 to 39 and 
a rise in the number. of 
hospitalizations and ICU admissions 
in those under 60. 

The fact is Canada's third wave of 
Covid-19 is showing no signs of 
slowing down as the vaccine rollout 
gradually ramps up, meaning 
Canadians need to buckle down until 
more of us get a shot, Canadian 
experts said. 

They added that Canada's slower 
vaccine rollout means our third wave 
could last into June. 

Altogether, 7,569,321 vaccine doses 
have been administered as of Friday, 
according to the Public Health 
Agency of Canada. 
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Global Covid-19 caseload 
tops 135.8mn 


WASHINGTON (TIP): In its latest 
update on Monday, April 12, 
morning, the University's Center for 
Systems Science and Engineering 
(CSSE) revealed that the current 
global caseload and death toll stood 
at 135,855,351 and 2,934,981, 
respectively. 

The US is the worst-hit country 
with the world's highest number of 
cases and deaths at 31,196,121 and 
562,064, respectively, according to the 
CSSE. 

Brazil follows in the second place 
with 13,482,023 cases and 353,187 


fatalities. 

The other countries with more 
than two million confirmed 
coronavirus cases are India 
(18,358,805), France (5,119,585), 


Russia (4,589,209), the UK (4,384,610), 
Turkey (3,849,011), Italy (8,769,814), 


Spain (3,347,512), Germany 
(3,012,158), Poland (2,574,631), 
Colombia (2,536,198), Argentina 
(2,532,562), Mexico (2,280,213) and 


Tran (2,070,141), the CSSE figures 
showed. In terms of deaths, Mexico 
comes in the third place with 209,338 
fatalities. 

Nations with a death toll of over

Easing lockdown could lead to 3rd Covid-19 


LONDON (TIP): British scientists 
have warned that the British government 
is risking a third wave of Covid-19 by 
easing the lockdown too soon, local media 
reported. 

"There are areas in West Yorkshire, the 
Black Country and other regions that still 
have high infection rates. However, many 
people there cannot afford to self-isolate. 
We need to tackle that issue urgently or 
the virus will come back again," Leeds 
University medical school Associate 
Professor Stephen Griffin told the 
Observer on Sunday. 

"It's worrying. There are far too many 
virus hotspots and not enough attention 
being paid to controlling infections that 
might spread from them," said Griffin, 
Xinhua news agency reported. 

Professor Lawrence Young of Warwick 
medical school said: "The test, trace and 
isolate system that is supposed to contain 
outbreaks has not worked well, and even 
when people test positive, they are not 
isolating. We need a properly funded 
system for quarantining infected people. 
We don't have that and that raises the risk 
we could head back into trouble again 
quite quickly." 

The scientists made their remarks as 
Britain is poised to partly ease the 
current lockdown restrictions, the third 
of its kind since the start of the pandemic 
in the country, on Monday. 

From Monday, non-essential shops will

reopen and pubs and restaurants will 
reopen outdoors at a time when Britain 
moves to step two of the roadmap out of 
the Covid-19 lockdown. 

Meanwhile, hairdressers and barbers 
as well as gyms can reopen, along with 


zoos, theme parks, libraries and 
community centres. 

Experts have warned that despite 
progress in vaccine rollout, Britain is 
"still not out of the woods" amid concerns 
over new variants and the third wave of 
pandemic on the European continent. 

More than 32 million people have been 
given the first coronavirus vaccine jab, 
according to the official figures. 

The estimated coronavirus 


reproduction number, also known as the

R number, in England is unchanged at 
between 0.8 and one, according to the 
latest official data. 

It means that, on average, every 10 
people who have coronavirus will infect 
between eight and 10 others. 

Government advisory scientists said 
the situation is too variable in some 
regions to produce a Britain-wide R rate, 
but the number is believed to be above 
one in some parts of the country, which 
means the outbreak could grow 
exponentially.

Welsh actor Sir Anthony Hopkins won the best actor 
Bafta for The Father about a man suffering from 
dementia, directed by France's Florian Zeller. The 83- 
year-old didn't appear during the ceremony but spoke 
to journalists afterwards, explaining that he had not 
expected to win and had been holidaying in Wales and 
painting in his hotel room. "This is wonderful, I mean, 
this is the first time in my life when I never expected 
to get this," he said, calling his fourth Bafta a "fun 
bonus".

Whedon was brought 
in as a replacement for original director 
Zack Snyder, after Snyder was forced to 
depart production because of a family 
tragedy. Whedon, known for directing 
Marvels The Avengers and Avengers: Age 
of Ultron, was tasked with reshooting 
several portions of the film.

Covid pandemic worsened 
outcomes for kidney 
disease patients 


eople with kidney problems 
Pre at 40 times higher risk 

of hospitalisation and death 
due to the Covid-19 pandemic 
during the second quarter of 2020, 
say researchers. 

Approximately 800,000 people 
receive treatment for kidney 
failure in the United States, either 
by undergoing dialysis or living 
with a kidney transplant. 

The risks of dying from any 
cause were 17 per cent and 30 per 
cent higher during the second 
quarter of 2020 among patients 
receiving dialysis and patients 
with kidney transplants, 
respectively. 

Among patients undergoing 
dialysis, the rate of Covid-19 
hospitalisations peaked between 
March 22 and April 25, last year. 

During this time, patients on 
dialysis were hospitalized 17 
per cent less frequently than 
typical for reasons other than 
Covid-19. 

"The trajectory of the rate of 
Covid-19 hospitalisations among 
dialysis patients tracked the 
corresponding trajectory in the 


general population, but was 
roughly 40 times higher in 
magnitude," said Eric D 
Weinhandal, Chronic Disease 
Research Group, Hennepin 


Healthcare Research Institute in 
Minnesota, US. 

"This study suggests that the 
effect of the initial phase of the 


pandemic on both dialysis and 
kidney transplant patients has 
been profound," Weinhandl 
added. 

The study suggests prioritising 
kidney failure patients in Covid-19 
vaccination schedules. The 
findings are forthcoming in the 
journal JASN. 
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Obesity linked to heavy periods, 
impaired womb repair: Study 


body weight. Obesity is linked to greater 

menstrual blood loss, which may result from 
increased inflammation in the womb lining, delaying 
its repair, according to a study conducted both on 
women and mice. 

The study, led by researchers from the University of 
Edinburgh in Scotland, UK, found a weak but 
statistically significant association between 
increasing body mass index (BMI) and more heavy 
periods in women. 

In the mouse study, the team found that after 
shedding their womb lining, the mice on a high-fat 
diet showed delayed repair of the remaining womb 
lining in comparison to mice on a normal diet. 

Further examination of womb tissue from the mice 
indicated that inflammatory factors were also higher 
in mice with greater body weight. The findings are 
detailed in the Journal of Endocrinology. 

"Our findings suggest that women with obesity may 
experience heavier periods due to increased local 
inflammation and delayed repair of their womb 
lining," said Jacqueline Maybin from the varsity's 
MRC Centre for Reproductive Health. 

The findings suggest weight loss and anti- 
inflammatory medications may be useful 
interventions for treatment of heavy periods in 
women with obesity. 

"Although it is difficult to make strong 
recommendations based on this study alone, a 
common sense approach would be to offer weight loss 
support to women with a high BMI experiencing 
heavy periods," Maybin said. 

"However, this should not replace investigation and 
treatment of other underlying causes for heavy 
bleeding (eg fibroids, bleeding disorders, cancer). 
This should form part of personalised treatment

For the study, the team measured the BMI and 
menstrual blood loss of 121 women, with regular 
menstrual cycles, who were attending gynaecology 
clinics and not taking any hormone medications.

Biosealant therapy 
might help stabilise 
injury caused by 
cartilage damage: Study 


he findings of a recent animal-based study 
IT 'stecess that a new biosealant therapy may 

help to stabilise injuries that cause the 
cartilage to break down, paving the way for a future 
fix, or even better, begin working right away with 
new cells to enhance healing. 

The study by researchers at the Perelman School 
of Medicine at the University of Pennsylvania was 
published in Advanced Healthcare Materials. 

"Our research shows that using our hyaluronic 
acid hydrogel system at least temporarily stops 
cartilage degeneration that commonly occurs after 
injury and causes pain in joints," said the study's 
senior author, Robert Mauck, PhD, a professor of 
Orthopaedic Surgery and the director of Penn 
Medicine's McKay Orthopaedic Research 
Laboratory. "In addition to pausing cartilage 
breakdown, we think that applying this therapy can 
present a surface that is 'sticky' for cells, such as 
stem cells that are routinely injected into joints to 
counteract injury. This reinforcing hydrogel could 
actually synergize with those cells to create a long- 
term solution.” 

Articular cartilage is the tissue that covers the 
ends of bones at joints. It keeps bones from painfully 
grinding together, and its density and resilience 
allow it to undergo a lot of forces amid human 
movement. 

Unfortunately, this routine yet complex stresses 
cause the cartilage to wear down easily - particularly 
amid some form of injury - and is hard to replace or 
regrow. This means that it is especially important to 
keep the remaining cartilage strong and stable. 

To that end, Mauck, study lead author Jay Patel, 
PhD, a former post-doctoral fellow in the McKay Lab 
and now an assistant professor at Emory University, 
and their team developed a therapy to use a modified 
version of hyaluronic acid - a substance naturally 
produced by the body's connective tissue - that could 
be introduced to the injured cartilage site. They 
recognized that this therapy needed to follow a 
twofold key to preserving cartilage: reinforcement 
and sealing.

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A tiny particle’s 
wobble could 
upend the 
known laws of 
Physics 


vidence is mounting that a tiny 
BK subatomic particle seems to be 

disobeying the known laws of 
physics, scientists announced 
Wednesday, a finding that would open 
a vast and tantalizing hole in our 
understanding of the universe. 

The result, physicists say, suggests 
that there are forms of matter and 
energy vital to the nature and 
evolution of the cosmos that are not 
yet known to science. 

This is our Mars rover landing 
moment, said Chris Polly, a physicist 
at the Fermi National Accelerator 
Laboratory, or Fermilab, in Batavia, 
Illinois, who has been working toward 
this finding for most of his career. 

The particle célébre is the muon, 
which is akin to an electron but far 
heavier and is an integral element of 
the cosmos. Polly and his colleagues 

an international team of 200 
physicists from seven countries 
found that muons did not behave as 
predicted when shot through an 
intense magnetic field at Fermilab. 

The aberrant behavior poses a firm 
challenge to the Standard Model, the 
suite of equations that enumerates 
the fundamental particles in the 
universe (17, at last count) and how 
they interact. 

This is strong evidence that the 
muon is sensitive to something that is 
not in our best theory, said Renee 
Fatemi, a physicist at the University 
of Kentucky. 

The results, the first from an 
experiment called Muon g-2, agreed 
with similar experiments at the 
Brookhaven National Laboratory in 
2001 that have teased physicists ever 
since. 

At a virtual seminar and news 
conference Wednesday, Polly pointed 
to a graph displaying white space 
where the Fermilab findings deviated 
from the theoretical prediction. We 
can say with fairly high confidence, 
there must be something contributing 
to this white space, he said. What 
monsters might be lurking there? 

Today is an extraordinary day, 
long awaited not only by us but by the 
whole international physics 
community, Graziano Venanzoni, a 
spokesperson for the collaboration 
and a physicist at the Italian National 
Institute for Nuclear Physics, said in 
a statement issued by Fermilab. The 
results are also being published in a 
set of papers submitted to several 
peer-reviewed journals. 

The measurements have about one 
chance in 40,000 of being a fluke, the 
scientists reported, well short of the 
gold standard needed to claim an 
official discovery by physics 
standards. Promising signals 
disappear all the time in science, but 
more data are on the way. 
Wednesdays results represent only 
6% of the total data the muon 
experiment is expected to garner in 
the coming years. 
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Mars did not dry up all at 
once, says study 


ars had drier and 
wetter eras before 
drying up completely 


about three billion years ago, 
says a new study which 
suggests that the Red Planet 
did not dry up all at once. 

The findings are based on 
data from NASA's Curiosity 
Mars rover which continues to 
explore the base of Mount 
Sharp on the Red Planet. 

"A primary goal of the 
Curiosity mission was to study 
the transition between the 
habitable environment of the 
past, to the dry and cold 
climate that Mars has now," 
said Roger Wiens, a coauthor 
on the paper and scientist at 
Los Alamos National 
Laboratory, where he is on the 
ChemCam team. 

"These rock layers recorded 
that change in great detail," 
Wiens said. 

ChemCam is the rock- 
vaporising laser that sits on 
the mast of the Curiosity rover 
and analyses the chemical 
composition of Martian rocks. 

William Rapin, a researcher 
with the French National 
Centre for Scientific Research 
(CNRS), led the — study 
published in the journal 


Geology. Using the long-range 
camera on ChemCam to make 
detailed observations of the 
steep terrain of Mount Sharp, 
a team including Wiens and 
other researchers at Los 
Alamos discovered that the 
Martian climate alternated 
between dry and _ wetter 


periods before it went 
completely dry. 

Spacecraft in orbit around 
Mars had previously provided 
clues about the mineral 
composition of the slopes of 
Mount Sharp. 

Now, ChemCam has 
successfully made detailed 


observations of the 
sedimentary beds from the 
planet's surface, revealing the 
conditions under which they 
formed. 

Moving up through the 
terrain, Curiosity observed 
that the types of bed change 
drastically.
